Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the prior art of record still read on the claimed 
subject matter. In the remarks applicant indicated that the structure of the prior art does not provide the functionality of a switch; rather the 
resulting structure merely passes or drops data from an input prior to passing to an output. The claim recites "dropping/passing 
logic... configured to only selectively drop or pass..." This is broadly interpreted such as the logic either only drop or pass the signal. The 
claims do not indicate that the logic is dropping "and" passing, but rather "selectively" dropping or passing. The prior art's switch is 
controllabe such that the it selectively drop, pass or add optical signal. Based on this, the prior art of record still read on the claimed 
subject matter. 
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
